MOST FAMOUS HORSES IMPORTED INTO AMERICA FROM 
THE BRITISH ISLES

In so siiort a spaee of time as seven years. 1 
18.71-5.S. there were touleil, in the British Isles, no 
less than half a dozen of the most famous horses 
wliieh have ever lieeii brought to the Ciiited States. 
The lot is miuie up of Knight of Sr. tJe.jrge, 
Leamington. IsVl: Bonnie S<-otland. IS-I.'!: York- 

shire, 1S.A4; Eclipse, IS'H, and .Australian. 1858. 

The peUigt'et', performances and influence of 
Kniglit of St. Ge<irge have already tieeu gone into, 
along with the other importe<I winners of the St. 
larger, so I shall lead off with la'Hiuington. a 
dark brown, star and off-hind pastern white. Iired 
li.v -Mr. Halford and imported by B. W. Cameron 
of Staten Island. Soon after his arrival I.euming- 
1 ton was sent to Kentucky, where lie st.iml for 
service at Gem-ral .Abe Buford's Bosque Bonita Stud, 
in Woodford county. laiamington, however, only 
made one season. ISOO, in Kentncky. and was tlie 
following year sent to AVelcU’s Erdenlieiui Stinl 
in Peniisylvanin. 

T1m» form shown by Leamington on tlie race 
course, though good, was not quite first class. 
Starting in live race.s a.s a two-year-old he w«ii 
two of tliem. taking tlie Woodcote Stakes at War- 
wick a:id the Chesterfield Stakes at Derliy. 'ITie 
brown was ont ten times as a thre<'-.Tear-old. and 
scored three brackets. Including a plate at Warwick, 
— a favorite <-<mrse of his — and I.eauiiugtuu must 
liave Iteen a locally-bretl horse, for I.s'amington is 
a town in Warwickshire. Another meritorious vic- 
tory was that of the Stowanls’ Clip at Shrewsbury, 
-A .Tear later Leamingtim was twice snci'essrul. his 
most treditalib* win being tliat of the tloiidwctid 
Plale. tlieu tw.v miles, over the velvety tnrf of 
the Ihike of Blchniond’s Park In Sussex. Leam- 
ington afterwards won the Chester (hip over liis- 
toric Bood<‘e and tliese races would Indicate that 
f>*amlngtuii's forte was distance ninniiig. M.inv 
of his get t(Kik after him in this particular. I 
never saw the Imrse myself, hut his pictures in- 
dicate a black-lirowu with an intelligent Iiead, 

! lieantifully -arched neck, let into rloping shoulders, 
high over the withers. deep-«'lieste<l. sliowing great 
lung capacity, wcll-isnipled. carrying u brave Hag. 
great length from hip to hock, perhaps a bit pinched 
in about the (piarters. with tbe flat hams one 
is so accustomed to s»>e in great stayers and his 
f<*et and legs were as near perfection as could 
be. Anyway, this is the tyi»e of horse Leamington 
bred. 

] i.eanilngton was not imitorted until he hfi'd made 
six se«s(ins in England. His stud career in his 
home land, however, did not bespeak the sneoess 
! tliiit awaited him in the land of his adoption. 
I.eaniington was liy K'diigli-a-Balliigh, brother to 
Irish Birdca teller, out of an niiuamed daughter of 
"tbe lirst gentleman of Europe,” Pantaloon, she 
ont of Daphne, by Laurel, and so on down to the 
Oldfield mare, tbe tap ro.it of Bruce Lowe's sire 
famii.v Xo. 14. .\lo»'eove,r. T.eamington’s dam is 
the sixth dam of that wonderful race mare. Pretty 
I Poll.v. Faiigh-a-ballagh does not apiiear to have 
j iiiet with any great success in the stud, tlioiig'u he 
I g<it Fille do I.’.Air. winner of tbe Oaks, and 
I Bllieltierf. winner of the City and Snlmrhan and 
sire of isoline, granddam of Isonom.v. Of course. 
Leamington i.< liut another instance of the sinvess 
that attends tlie Eclipse to Herod plan of mating. 
Pantaloon, sire of his dam, lieing a direct male 
desccmlant of Heroil. Change of climate and scene 
apparently had a most henelicial effect on Leam- 
ington and once fairly installed in the I’nited States 
lie prcK-eesled to make tlie m<wt of his opportuni- 
ties. though the.v were but few in the only season 
tlw horse stood in Kentneky. The breeders of the 
bine grass soiiiebow failed to appreidate Ia*am- 
ington's excellence and General Buford. I under- 
stand. pre.s<‘nted "free seasons” to Joint Ilarner 
Tor Xnntnrn and Fanny Holton, dams <if I.s)ngfel- 
low and I.vttleton. Enquirer. Lynchburg. Miss 
.Alice and .Anna .Mac als,-> resulted from Ix'amlng- 
t. Ill’s one small season in ‘Woodford county. In 
Pennsylvania. I.eaniington added to his fame ns a 
sire by iK-getting Eolns. Iroquois — the only horse 
fiialed on .American soil wliicli ever won the Epsom 
Derliy — and in Iroquois’ year Leamington stoisl 
se<-ond to Hennit on the English-winning stallion 
list. Besides the alxive-nie’itioned. I.eainington got 
Onondaga. SlrnfiM'd. Sensation. Keforin. the gelding 
Par.de 1 which once beat Isonomyl. and most of 
Ihesi'. attained, in after years, to mneh smress as 
sires. Any iinmtMT of the get o< Onondaga were 
returned winners and liis daughter AMctorine pro- 
duced tile famous Ornament. Sensation, emnlut- 
ing the feat of his sire, came ont second to Ornie 
on tlie Englisli-winning stallion list the year Demo- 
crat w.m the .Middle Park Plate; Eolus is famous 
a.s tb<‘ sire of Eon. Eole, St. Saviour. Morello. 
etc.; tlie Lo:igfpllows were grand race liors»'s and 
stayers, too. and comprise such as Linden. Waiis- 
wortli. Longstreet. Long Taw, Kiiey, Tliora, and 
anv niinilier of lesser lights. 

Leaniingtim’s daughters were well nigh as famous 
as his sons, few better mures than Jaconet, dam 
of Belvidere and Sir IMxon. and sister to Intqnois 
ever lived. Spiuaway was a grand race mare and 
foaleil Haiidspiin. the dam of Tau.va and Tangle, 
and of this year's Derh.v eligible. Spun Glass. 
Spark, anotiier goo<l one. is ancestress of the Fii- 
liirit.v winner Artful. Perfection is the dam of 
Henry Young. Susquehanna, sister to Sensation 
and ilnondagH, is the dam of Potoniae and so on. 
blit I fear the sands of tbe line of ].eamingti>u are 
niiining down in the male line. This seemed hardly 
iKtssible wlien Enquirer. Imngfellow. Iroquois iiiul 
Falsetto were at their liest. Fallstus. son of En- 
quirer. showed a dash tbrongb tliat early speed 
sire, Cesarion. Falsetto diil S|ilendldl.v and 1 
tlioiiglit at one time that there was a great chance 
of the line lieing kept going by the Derby winner 
.Sir Hniiii. but tiie Basliford Manor stalUoii lias 
I as yet .sent nolliing to the races approaching his 
own class. Iroquois did well enough, and his son. 

I Tanimaiiy. got Tokalon. a Brooklyn Handicap wln- 
1 Her. blit one hardly ever bears of Tammany now- 
] adnys. G. W. .lolinson apparently gave up the 
ghost when be got the Derbv winner Lieut. (Jib- 
son. Morello and Bon got some fair winners for 
the E<dus branch, but as matters now stand, it 
looks to be certain, iiincli as we mav regret it. 
that the Leamington line in tail male is done with 
for good and all. I 

Bonnie Sisitland is however, one of the few horses 
which liave established a line of their own. as 
demonstrated by Bnannstlck. wliicli has topped 
the .tmericaii-winning stallion list fur the past two 
.seasons. Tlie importation of Bonnie .Scotland was a 
decided gain to lir<-etlers of this lanintry. Bred 
by Mr. Will. r.Anson. on his Yorkslilie estate, 
in 1S."»3. he was balf-lirotlier. by lago. t.i Blink 
Boiin.v. one of the few mares which ever won tti<‘ 

I IVrby, nnd wliicli foalt'd to tlie cover of Stock- 
' well. tiM* miglity Blair .Atlio], .Another o;ie of 
I lier’s was Borealis. aiic<*stress of tliose etpiine 
; celeiirilies. I.enil><>rg and Ba.vardo. 

I Bonnie Scotland, after bis importation, made eight 
I seasons in the state of Ohio and then coining to 
; Kentncky stood for one seasiin at Gen. Ahc Buford's 
Bompic Bonita Stud, where he got Frogtown. But 
Kentucky hreisicrs were slow to appreciate Ids mer- 
its and the horse was sold to a Mr. Parks and taken 
to Illinois where he got Xatban Oaks and Ex- 
perience Daks. Gen. Harding of tlie Belle .Meade 
Stud, near Xastiville. Tenu.. purchased the horse 
when nlneteni .vears of ago and it was at Belle 
■Meade that Bonnie Scotland made ids great reputa- 
tion as a stallion, and he died there in 18.80. aged 
twenty-seven years. 

lago, Bonnie .Scotland's sire, was no slouch of a 
race horse himself. He won tbe Column Produce 



stakes and the AA'elcome stakes and Racing stakes 
at Asisit, ran second to Sir Tattou Sykes for the St. 
l^ger and l«*at him for the Grand Duke Michael 
stakes at Xewmarket. lago was by Don John, said 
to have been imported to this csmiitry. b.v Waverly, 
son of Whalebone, one of the malnsta.Vs of the hoiisi* 
of Ecliiise. (Jutvm Mary, Bonnie Sesitland's dam. 
was one of the three greatest mares known in 
history, and was by Gladiator, son of Partisan, and 
so on back to Herod. Curious, is It not. how many 
of our really great Imr.-es are bred on tlds Eclipse 
to Hensl plan of mating'; 

Bonnie Scotland is also half brother to Bonnie 
Doon, granddam of tlie late Jas. B. Keene's Jockey 
Club stakes winner. Disguise, and also granddam of 
the Elmeiidori stallion. AVatercress. and dam of 
Bella Donna, dam of Mr. .August Belmont's Bel- 
dame. Braxe.v. another half sister, is the granddam 
of Tristan, winner of an Ascot Gold Cup and sire 
of Canterbury Pilgrim, winuer of tbe Oaks, and dam 
of Swynfonl and (3iaii<er. Braxev is also ancestress 
of Poseidon, an Australian champion, which won uii 
Australian Jockey Club Derby and a Melliourne Cup. 
La Boche, another descendant of Braxey, won the 
Oaks in 1890 and yet another granddaughter of 
(Jue«‘n Mary Is Ijidy Langdeii. dam of Hampton, in- 
deed. this (Jiieen Mary family is hard to beat. 

The tnrf career of Bonnie iScotland was only a 
short one but he lasted long enough to show that 
he was nearly, if not cpilte first class. .Mr. I’ An- 
son's horse did not sport s-lik as a two-year-old and 
Ills lirst race the following season, the one and 
three-quarter miles Great Yorkshire stakes, could 
only get fourth to the Two 'ITiousaiid (iiiiucns 
winner. Fazzoletto. Bonnie S^'otlaml. however, won 
the LiverjKxd St. Leger. one and three-quarters 
miles, blit Warlock proved one too good for him In 
the Doncaster St. Leger, Bonnie S<-otlaud and Artil- 
lery making a dead lieat of it tt>r second place. 
Merlin, the probalile .sire of Plenipotentiary, and 
the Derby winner Ellington, were in the field’ Bon- 
nie Scot.uud won tbe Doncaster stakes, one and one 
half miles, from the Daks winter Manganese, but 
liroke down close to the finish and did not start 
again. However, the colt had done enough to be 
considered one of the best of the year. 

As a sire. Bonnie Scotland scored his greatest 
successes at the Belle Meade stud, near Nashville. 
Tenn., where he had gone from Ohio. His get in- 
clude Luke Blackburn; the cup horse Bramble and 
his sister. Brarabaletta; (ieo. Kinneyr Bourbon 
Belle; Hanover's dam; Kelpie, dam of Duke of 
.Montrose; Bandana; Brunette, dam of (J. W. .lohn- 
son and Hiion; Brocade; Glidelia and hosts of 
others. It is through Bramble, however, that tlie 
Bonnie Scotland line is being )ierpetnated. Two 
sons of his. Clifford and Ben Brush, were iKith 
famous as race horses and developed into excellent 
stallions. The former, however, did nor have the 
best chance in the world for he stisxl np in "the 
frozen north"’ at Mr. Sanford's Hnrricana stud. 
Ben r.riish, on the contrary, was afforded every 
<:p[iurtnnlty, for he stood at .Mr. James B. Keene’s 
famous Castletoii stud, under the watchful eye 
of the late Major Daingerfield. Ben Brush has given 
us Broomstick, Delhi anil Sweep, and just at the 
present it Is through 'Broomstick that the house 
of Bonnie Scotland Is gaining its gaeatest notoriety. 
Broomstick has sired AA’hisk Bnxmi, a gocal winner 
in England, and winner of the .Metropolitan, Brook- 
lyn and Suburban Handicaps, in one season, in 
this country: Meridian, a Kentucky Derby winner. 
Biickboru. and last season's nnlieaten two-year-old 
filly. Regret. Whisk Broom is now at the stud at 
Mr. IL P. Whitney’s Bed Bank establishment. New 
Jersey, and .Mr. B. F. Carmans .Meridian has just 
arrived to do stud service in the Bine Grass, and 
as Broomstick himself is now onl.v fourteen years of 
age. the line should coiitiune to thrive and gain 
in strength and there appears to Iv hut little dan- 
ger of the Bonnie Scotland line in tail male being 
snowed under for some time to conic. 

The star of tlie house of Eclin.te has been, for 
some time past, dei-idedly in the ascendant, dne 
more than anything else to Castleton opportunity. 
Eclipse was a bay. foaled in l.S>5. bred b.v .Mr. 
Greville ami was importeii by that lucky tliongii 
venturesome turfman, Kichard Ten Broeck. of Prior- 
ess fame. Eclipse was afterwards acquired bv 
Frank .Morris and passed most of his stud life Gi 
tlie state of Xew Jerse.v. I'rom all reports h" 
was never accorded such extensive (latronage as 
wonhl have c-ome to a stallion of sncli exceeding 
merit, if standing in Kentncky. Eclipse was b.v 
Toiiclistone’s son, Orlando, out of (Jaze. by the 
Hero*l liorse. Bay Middleton, sou of Sultan, Glencoe's 
sire, and I firmly believe much of the excellence 
of the Eclipse line is dne to the infusion of the bloml 
of Lord Jersey’s Derbv hero of 18.'!(i. In addition 
to liis top crosses. Eclipse was a lieantifnlly hred 
horse all the way tlirongh. His second dam was a 
daughter of Godolphiii. son of Partisan — Ilerial 
again — ont of the famous sister to (^ibweb and on 
down to Web. sister to Whalelsine and Whisker. 
The Orlando line in England has practically passed 
ont of existence. -Albert Victor, grandson of Or- 
lando. got that famous handicapper. Victor Wild. 
who.se dismal failure as a sire is well known to 
us all. Til© Count Schoraberg— .Anghrim — Canar.v 
line of (trlaiido (H-casionally shows a fiasli. anil 
Frontiu. a Grand Prix winner, and son of (Jeorge 
Frederick, brother to .Alliert Victor, should have 
some male descendants doing stud duty in France, 
blit on the whole, the Orlando line is a losing 
pro|)oslton abroad. Teddington. Fazzoletto. Dii- 
pliaiitiis. Fitz Boland and the rest have simply 
rusted out and we must look to the -American 
descendants of Orlando to caiTv on the line. 

Eclipse as a race horse had some iiretensions to 
classic form. As a twievear-old he won tlie Clear- 
well stakes and the following season dead heated 
with Beadsman for the .Newmarket Stakes and won 
the Third Sale stakes, was placeil fourth to Beads- 
man for tlie Derby, won an Asi-ot Biennial, lieating 
the Two 'rhonsand Guineas winner iGtz Bidand, 
but was unplaced to the famous Siin1x>am for the St.

GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY. 

The big fleet of warships wbicli has been at 
anchor in the Hudson River for ten da.vs steamed 
out to sea at eleven o’chn-k yesterday, with ITcsi- 
deut Wilson reviewing the tive-iiiile line as it 
passed the -Mayflower, off tlie .Statue of Lilierty. 
Ileaiied hy the snperdreud nought Wyoming, Admiral 
Fletcher's flagship, the .sixteen tiig hattlvships and 
their train of lesser tigliting craft steamed past tlie 
presidential yacht at a speed of fourteen knots, 
each ship with its sailors and marines stamliiig at 
the rail at attention. As each craft neared tlic 
Mayflower her six-pounders, fore and aft, let lisise 
white puffs of smoke, and over the harlior there 
roared the thunder of a presidential salute of 
twenty-one guns. As each liattlesliip passed the 
Mayflower, with the crew lining rails and turrets 
with a fringe of blue, the ship’s band pla.ved the 
iiatiunal anthem. In, bidding good-tiy to the fleet 
the crowds seemed to he in a tlioiightfnl mood. 
Leaving New Y'ork, tlic fleet made for Newport, 
the rendezvous from which will be directed man- 
eiivcrs in the war game along the Atlautie coast. 
The Fresideut and most of his party Iiad arranged 
to return to Waslilngtou altoard tlie Mayflower. 

’The latest annoiiiicenient of yesterday afler'iisin 
from the Frencli war office says: “On the terrain 

west of tlie Yser canal taken l»y ns yesterday 
and Hie day liefore the Hermans left aiioiit 2.(HM| 
dead and a great niiinlM*r of rifles. In tlie engage- 
ments yesterda.v we made some fiirtlier prisoners. 
East of tile canal wc have consolidated tlie posi- 
tions reivntly taken liv 11s. In tlie night the Her- 
niaus imdertook a particiilarl.v violent counter at- 
tack. prei-edtng tliis action liy a houiliardinent witli 
artiliery and Isimli-throwers. They were repulsed. 
Ill Hm* region north ot Notre Daim* de Lorette. on 
the road fnnn .\ix-Noiilette to Sonchez. we eliecked 
coniplotely by otir tire two other Herman counter 
attacks. As for ourselves we captured as a result 
of a night advance a group of lioiises near tlie 
ix'metery of .Milain. Along ail Hie front iiortli of 
Arras the artiller.v lighting is eoiitinning day and 
niglit. Tile Hermans liave lioniliarded .\rras wiih 
particular forocit.v. In tlie region of Ville-aii-Bois. 
near Berry -au-Bac. the enemy yesterday under- 
took a fresh attack, but was easily repulsed.’’ 

Ital.v api>ears to lie on the ininiineut point of 
eniliurking in war on the side of tlie allies. A 
Upine dispateli of yesterda.v says: “Frince Von 

Bnelow, tlie Uernnin ambassador, ami Baron Von 
•Maechio. tlie Austrian ainliassador. are preparing 
to leave Rome, aecording to file newspapers. A 
special train is in readiness to take Frince Von 
Biielow to t'hlasso. Switzerland, and Baron Von 
Mucchio to Ala, in the Austrian 'Tyrol.

through iiolitics aud unfortunate business invest- 
ments. 

Financial , operations between France .Hid Eng 
bind on an cnornioiis scale are now licing coiidnetcd 
with a view to eventually estaldk^hing a large 
credit ill the United States for the piirclmse of 
niiiiiitions and supplies, according to ihf.irniation 
n*cciveii in banking circles of New York yesterday. 
Tlio greatest secrecy is being thrown around these 
transactions, hut it Is known tliat $109,090,009 in 
gold has lieen transferred from the Bank of France 
to the Bnak of England and some shipments liave 
been made direct to this country.
